my army at Jaffa. 
P» assured, that if I had 


committed such a horrid act, my very soldief* 
themselves would 
have execrated me, and I 


might have lookod to their ceasing to obey me. 
There is no occurrence cf life to which 
1 gave 


more, publicity tbanthi»; 
You have an officer, 


■ Sir Robert Wilson, who has written very co- 
pi usly on 'he subject'of my campaign in 
Egypt." 
As he repeated the last sentence, he 


assumed an air'and tone ol sarcastic jocularity, 
and then asked me, if I had read Sir Robert', 
publication 
I replied in the affirmative. 
«' It 


is possible," he said, " that I» wrote fiem the 
testimony of other people, equally prone to er- 
ror 
as himself; 
he cannot pretend to have 


done it from hi» own observation. 
Can you 


tell me," continued Napoleon, "whether Sir 
Sidney 
Smith, in any official communication 


to your government, attempted, in any way, to 
corroborate the testimony of Sir Robert Wil- 
son?" 
1 could not, at the moment, sufficiently 


recollect the purport of hit despatches to de- 
termine the point, but I replied as 1 felt, " thai 
he had not." 
This reply, however, indecisive 


as it was, appeared to afford- him considerable 
satisfaction, as he instantly repeated, " I be- 
lieve so- for Sir Sidney Smith is a brave and 
jost man."

He hesitated for some time, and then repeated, 
that these 
men, who were the objects of my 


very painful solicitude, could not survive forty 
eighthour». I then suggested fwhat appeared 
to be his opinion, tho' he might not choose to 


declare it, but wait with the trembling hope to 
receive it from me) the propriety, because 1 
felt it would be humanity to shorten the suf- 
fering» of these «even r.ien by administering 
opium. 
Such a relief, I added,

no bounds : thay

The attack was dreadful, and the carnage 


exceeded 
any action 
had then 
witnessed. 


We carried the place, and it required all my 
efforts and influence to restrain the fury of 
the enraged soldiers. At le-igth I succeeded, 
and night closed the sanguinary scene. 
At 


the dawn of the following 
morning a report 


was brought me, that 500 men, chiefly-Napo- 
lese, who had lately formed a part of the gar 
rison of El Arish, and to whom I had a few 
days before given libe.-ty, on condition that 
tbey should return 
to their homes, were ac- 


tually found and recognised amongst the pri- 
soners. 
On this f .et being indubitably ascer- 


tained, I ordered ihe 500 men " to be drawn 
out and instantly shot."—ln the course of our 
conversation, his anxiety appeared to be ex- 
treme, that 
1 should be satisfied of the truth 


of every part of his narrative ; and he conti- 
nually interrupted it by asking me, if I perfect 
ly comprehended him. 
He was, however, pa- 


tience itself, when I made any observations 
expressive of doubts I had previously 
enter- 


tained respecting any part of the 
subjects 


agitated between us, or any unfavourable opi 
nion entertained or propagated in England. 
Whenever 1 appeared embarrased for an ans- 
wer he gave me time to reflect ; and I could 
hot but lament that 
1 had nut made myself 


better acquainted with the circumstances of 
the period under consideration, as it might 
have drawn him into a more enlarged history 
of them.—He now returned to the subject of 
Sir Robert Wilson, and asked me if 1 knew 
any thing of his military character, and the 
tendency of his writings, and if the latter had 
added to his fortune. 
I replied, that 1 could 


notspeak upon either from my own knowledge; 
but I wa» induced to suppose from the servi- 
ces.in which he had been engaged he must 
have stood high in 
the opinion of those who 


employed him; and I had also understood that
